United States. 
What had been formulating In 


tho mind of man for centuries as a set of govern- 
ing principles, bocara'c n reality. The vision of a 
thouftund patriot heroes, tho hope of a million or 
more who hurt died nt thi hand of tyranny, the 
imprisoned thought of lenders suppressed by mil- 
itary autocrats nnd degenerate doll* sitting on 
thrones, here found expansion 
In words 
and 


plucked the fruit of Liberty for a free and peace- 
ful people seeking for happiness In homes unmo- 
lested by tho solo right ot might. 
I 


There Is nothing divine about the constitution. 


'J'hero to nothing sacred In fact, but lh« intimate 
associations with tho results ot the operation of 
the constitution have made tho document some- 
thing far more than a mere abstraction. There arc 
310 complications about this constitution. 
It la 


easy to rcivd. It has been finite easy to under- 
stand. It Is a contract between three parties— 
the people, tho Mates and the federal government 
which now party of the third part tho constitution 
created. It se.ls forth tho rights of ouch of those 
.Hire* contracting parlies, directs what .they may 
do and what they .shall not do. It tolls how far 
the states may go in relation with Mich other and 
liow states may not Infringe on certain, sfiecllled 
rights guaranteed to the 
people a* Individuals 


and the relation* of the Central government'with 
both state nnd people. 


Tho constitution was not made for a group or 


a. class or a bloc. It was not made for any par- 
ticularly favored fow. It won written for all who 
llvo under Its terms within designated boundar- 
ies of slates constituting tho nation. It, deals with 
the. Individual first ot all. 
It provides how laws 


may bo made and by whom, hov. they ahull be 
executed and by whom and then, aa an umpire, 
sots up a court to decide when the rights of either 
ot tho threo contracting parlies have been en- 
croached upon. 
That court in 137 years has de- 


cided 4S times that the. rights cither of states 
or tho Individual have been Infringed and hence, 
as an umpire, It has declared tho Invasion of .the 
rights not liVaccordanco with the constitution^ 


The court Is the sole, final 
protector 
of the 


people. Without It the most Interested party to 
the document would bo without protection. 
And, 


on th« other hand, when hundrcds'of laws have 
been attacked and attempts have been- made to 
override them, tho court has said that they were 
according to tho letter nnd purpose and intent 
of tho contract, and tho supreme^ body has stood 
again for the protection of tho people. Mobs and 
crowds do not think. The mob or crowd Is led 
by Impulse or swerved by trivialities of thc^mo- 
ment. 
Individuals thin!?, nnd It Is for the pro 


tcctlon of that Individual In his rights expressed 
In plain unmistakable language in the constitu- 
tion—rights which made him fight nnd gamble 
all his possessions nnd ngtiln.it which ho placed 
his llfo—that tho supremo court was created as 
tho Interpreter. 


It Is proposed that>wo have a national conven- 


tion for the purpose of changing tho constitution. 
The reason given Is that changing times make- a 
newer document for tho republic n necessity. 
What change? 
Shall we abridge or repeal thu 


right of fr*o assemblage, of religious worship, ot 
free press, of making a mnn safe from quartering 
troops In his homo In time ot peace, of trial °by 
jury, of other protections written therein? Why 
not call A convention to chnngo tho Ten Com- 
mandments nnd tho Beatitudes? 
Shall wo re- 


peal thn Golden Rule or debate whether it la not 
out of date?
